DEMOCRA'TISE CREDIT. 


A PLEA FOR CO-OPERATIVE 
BANKING. 


(oy W. KENNETH STORR (CERT. As800. INST. 
BANKERS.)] 


One of the lending features of war 
finance has been the democratising of in- 
vestment.. Where formerly the holders of 
Government stock numbered thousands, . 
there are now, by virtue of the war sav- 
ings certificate and the small war bond, 
millions who aro holders of “ gilt-edged ”* 
securities, yielding a bigh rate of interest 
and affording absolute safety. Tho very 
smal] investor has come into hie own. It 
is worth his while ‘to.save, He hes o 
real “stake in the country.” He is a 
capitalist. - 

But what of the small borrower? Why 
should not credit be democratised also? 
Without credit modern industry would 
be impossible. The emall shopkeeper, the 
jobbing tradesman, and the agricultural 
small holder have a place in industry, 
but they cannot tap the great reservoirs 
of capital becaueo the banks will only 
lend on the best of security, and the poor 
man bas neither investihents nor title 
deeds to pledge 

What is wanted for the “‘ small” man 
is a system in which credit-worthiness 
rather than the possession of pledgeablo 
goourities shall be the criterion of borrow- 
ing power. é 

If the “small” man be industrious and 
skilful and if it bo certain that a few 
pounds’ worth of capital. for stock or 
tools or buildings will help bim to extend 
his business, thon credit is og vital to him 
as to his large-scale rival, and he is 


worthy to be a borrower. . 

The only practicable plan on which 
credit can be eupplied to the poor man 
jp by a great extension of co-operative 
banking, worked in conjunction with the 
existing banking system nod undor the 
direct supervision of tho State. 


BAFETY LIMIT. 


The co-operative bank is a little group 
of men, some borrowers and rome deposi- 
tors, who collectively undertake to. be 
responsiblg for the financial obligations 
of cach, A safety limit is placed on the 
borrowing capacity of every meml 

on their common know! Re of cach 
othor and their common risk. This little 
association has thus a collective borrow- 
ing capacity or credit-worthincss.

remote the formation of such groups 
ty undertaking the organising and regu- 
lation of a system whereby thoy would 
be brought into contact with the existin, 
banking system of the country, Oontral 
banks would bo establinicd—nleo share 
capital ond deposit facilities for small 
investors and dopositors-—from which the 
Joenl association could borrow up to tho 
limit of the united credit-worthinesd of 
its several mombors, at indicated oy, the 
Government inspector's certificate. Thoso 
central banks in turn would borrow 
direct from the branches of the existing 
joint stock barike, on tho scourity of o 
Government cortifionte :aa ‘to their bor. 
rowing, capanity, This would, of course, 
be limited to tho smount of tho total 
oredit-worthiness of the constituent osse-

HONGKONG AND “OUR DAY.” 
LETTERS OF THANKS FROM THE 
RED CROSS SOCIETY.

‘Lhe following correspondence relating 
to Our Day ” celebrations in Hongkong 
hasbeen forwarded to us for publica- 
tion : — 

My Lorp Manquess,--With reference to 
Bir Robert Hudson’s letter of the 20th. 
Jane, 1918, 1 have the honour to inform 
you that the celebration of “ Our Day” 
in this Colony on the 24th, October re- 
sulted in a sum of £19,350 being remitted 
to the Joint Finance Committees of tho 
British Red Cross Society and the Order 
of St. John of Jerusalem. The gross re- 
ceipts amounted to 8114,81, and the 
expenditure to $3,281, leaving a balance 
of $111,210, To this 4 sum of $243 waa 
was added in order to make a round 
figure. 

In the absence of the Honourable Mr. 
E, H. Sharp, K.C., O.B.E., the Honour- 
uble Mr. D. Landale, undertook the 
Chairmanship of the ‘‘ Our Day ” Execu- 
tive Committee, The Honourable Mr. 
E. R. Hallifax, O.B.E., worked with 
much zeal and energy as Honorary Bec- 
retary of the Committee, and’ the success 
of the appeal is, in great measure, due 
to his capable organization, Mr. H.C. 
Sandford again rendered valuable ser- 
vices as Hon, Treasurer. 

Tho telegram of 9th. June addressed to 
Bis Excellency the Governor by Hie Royal 
Highness the Duke of Connaught and 
your Lordship wae published in the local 
Press, as also was His Majesty's “Our 
Day " message of October 11th. 

The leading members of tle Chinese 
community gain organized theatrical 
performances, the net results of which 
amounted to $27,721.

“This is the oungest V.C. in m, 
Army,” said the Ring, introducing him 
toa bishop who happened to be in the 
room ; aad the King then read uloud the 
reoord of the bold achievement, for 
Rigketts, while one of the bravest lads 
in the Army, ia probably the very shyest.
